PRIVATE BILLS 





Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing

(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 

sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 
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Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll-bridge is received by the

If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof.

10. The interim Council shall cause to 
be prepared, corrected, revised, and cer- 
tified in accordance with the Municipal 
Act the list of electors to be used at the 
election of members of the first Council. 

11. Any owner-elector, other than a 
corporation, whose name appears on the 
list of electors referred to in paragraph 
10 of these Letters Patent is qualified to 
be nominated, elected, and to hold office 
as a member of the first Council. 

12. The Clerk of the municipality shall 
be the Returning Officer at the election 
of members of the first Council. 

13. The interim Council may appoint 
such Deputy Returning Officers as are 
required to preside at the respective poll- 
ing-places or delegate to the Returning 
Officer the powers to appoint such Deputy 
Returning Officers and otherwise arrange 
for the holding of the first election. 

14. Nominations for members of the 
first Council shall be held at the offices of 
the municipality on the twenty-eighth day 
of November, 1966, from ten o’clock in 
the forenoon to twelve o’clock noon. 


15. The polling, if any, at the first elec- 
tion shall be held at a place or places to 
be determined by the Returning Officer 
on the twelfth day of December, 1966, 
from eight o’clock in the forenoon to 
eight o’clock in the afternoon. 
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16. The Returning Officer shall deter- 
mine the day, time, and place of the first 
meeting of the first Council. 

17. The borrowing power of the mu- 
nicipality shall be determined by the In- 
spector of Municipalities until such time 
as the provisions of section 249 (2) of the 
Municipal Act apply. 

18. The interim Council shall have 
power, at any time prior to the first day 
of March, 1966, to incur liabilities by 
borrowing money or otherwise, not ex- 
ceeding in the whole the sum of ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000), for the pur- 
pose of carrying on the business of the 
municipality until the revenue of the 
years 1965 and 1966 is available for that 
purpose, and any liability so incurred 
shall be repaid out of the revenue of the 
years 1965 and 1966.

to burn any wood, sawdust, or 
debris, within the closed districts, 
and all such sawmilling and other 
industrial operations operating open 
burners or otherwise burning or per- 
mitting to burn any sawdust or 
debris within one-half a mile from 
any forest or woodland, or any 
slash or forest debris, or any peat 
or shrub lands, shall maintain 
watchmen therefor 24 hours daily 
during the period of this order: 


no person shall operate any railway 
that is not a common Carrier, or 
chairlift, or aerial tramway used for 
carrying passengers within the 
closed districts; 


no person shall operate any vehicle 
On any road that is not a public 
highway within the closed districts,

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except over that person’s own pri- 
vate road and for access to or 
egress from his property from a 
public highway road; 
no person shall convene or persons 
congregate out of doors for any 
picnic, meeting, entertainment, or 
any other like. purpose within the 
closed districts and within one-half 
a mile from any forest or wood- 
land, or any slash or forest debris, 
or any peat or shrub lands, 
without first obtaining a written permit 
from an officer of the Forest Service. 
All existing campfire permits are sus- 
pended forthwith, and no new permits 
will be issued during the continuance of 
this closure. 


This order shall not be deemed to pro- 
hibit fishing from boats where access to 
boats is by public highway or aircraft 
direct to any fishing lodge, resort, or boat- 
house, providing the boat does not land 
or is not beached at any point other than 
its point of departure. 

This order does not extend to any 
supervised Provincial park, camping-place, 
or picnic-ground designated by the Forest 
Service for public use during the period 
of a closure.
